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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Kathleen Tyrrell on December 9, 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the Specification 

Page 6, line 23 "an" should read -an-. 
In The Claims 

Claim 10 (Currently Amended) A method of [U]use of the patch according to 
claim 1 as overlap sticking and/or bandage-type patches comprising the step of apply 
the patch to the user . 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Patches, 
dressings and bandages having a backing layer and an adhesive layer formed on the 
back face of the backing layer are known as demonstrated by the prior art of record. 
However, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest to one having ordinary 
skill in the at a backing layer that is a rayon and pulp fiber mixture and the mixture ratio 
thereof is from 3:7 to 7:3.
